A CUSTOMS COURT ASSURED. 

Whatever grievances importing mer- 
chants may have as to the tariff bill 
all at least have cause to rejoice in the 
thought that they are to have a cus- 
toms court, and that the disputes 
which daily arise between the govern- 
ment and the people in the routine of 
importing business are to be adjudi- 
cated with comparative promptness 
and at less direct cost than has been 
possible hitherto. This establishment 
of a customs tribunal, too, will have a 
salient effect upon the attitude with 
which government officials are 
ten prone to assume towards the im- 
porters of this country. The complaint 
has been general and of long standing 


too of- 


that every importer is regarded as a 
rogue and an enemy to his country 
until it can be proved otherwise, and 
that the burden of this proof rests upon 
the importers. With a court of his 
own, established for his exclusive 


use, and presided over by an unbiased 
judiciary expert in customs law and 
usage, it is not improbable that we 
may see a radical change, and that 
the “burden of proof’? may be shifted 
to the Treasury Department. 

At the annual convention of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion last October, the following resolu- 
tion was passed :— 

Resolved, That the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association heartily favors 
and lends iis support to the proposition 
to establish a customs court for the 
finai adjudication of causes relating to 
the assessment of duties now determined 
by the United States Circuit Court. 

The Reporter at the time reviewed 
the question in an editorial which ap- 
peared in its of October 5, and 
dwelt at some length upon the abso- 
lute necessity for the innovation called 
for by the resolution. We showed as 
clearly as we could the reasons which 
established this necessity, and these

j might be summed up in the fact that 


the expansion of foreign trade has out- 
grown the machinery of the law gov- 
erning it, and the evil of congestion 
could not be remedied in a more ef- 
fective way. 

The bill has not yet become law, but 
we are informed by reliable authority 
that the Senate and House conferees 
have agreed upon the terms of that 
section which provide for the estab- 
lishment of the court. According to 
the draft of the measure, the court will 
comprise a presiding judge and four 


due. 





associate judges, appointed by the 
President, in the usual way, with the 
consent of the Senate. The salaries 
for the judges are to be $10,000 a year 
each. The clerk of the court is to be 
paid a salary of $4,000 in lieu of all 
fees, and he is debarred from serving 
as a master, receiver, or referee. The 
court shall at all times be open for 
the transaction of business, and the 
sessions shall be held annually or of- 


tener in the several judicial circuits, 
the first in Boston, the second in New 
York, the third in Philadelphia, the 


fourth in Baltimore, the fifth in Sav- 
annah, New Orleans and Galveston, the 
sixth in Detroit, the seventh in Chi- 
cago, the eighth in St. Louis and the 
ninth in Seattle, Portland and San 
Francisco. 

After the organization of the court, 
which will be within ninety days of the 
appointment of the judges, no more 
appeals from decisions of the General 
Board of Appraisers will be heard by 
the circuit courts. The customs court 
will pass upon the construction of the 
law and the facts respecting the class- 
ification of merchandise and the rate 
of duty, ete., and sixty days are al- 
lowed in which to make the appeal 
after entry of the appraisers’ decree, 
except in the case of Alaska and the 
insular and outside possessions of the 
United States, to which ninety days are 
allowed.

PRODUCTION AND CONSUMP- 
TION OF LEAD AND ZINC. 


When the report of the Conservation 
Commission appointed to investigate 
the net natural resources of the coun- 
try is presented to the public it will 
set thinking and cautious people to 
figuring as to the measure of economy 
necessary to preserve certain staples 
for the race, during the present genera- 
tion.

With 
this expansion and this progress of 
advanced civilization has sprung, of 
quite recent years, an enormous in- 
crease in the demand for the products 
of the earth; whims have been turned

into luxuries with us and 
have become necessities in rapid rota- 
tion. 


The consequence of this progression 
is readily reflected in the government 
reports concerning the natural and 
artificial products of the United States. 
Each year statistics bearing upon the 
outturn of raw and manufactured mer- 
chandise show with but rare excep- 
tions, what we have been pleased to 
term a gratifying increase, and yet the 
markets of the world cannot be said 
to be overburdened. For all the in- 
crease, there is no great accumulation. 
The increase of consumption has ex- 
ceeded that of population, and to meet 
the demand for world requirements, so 
drain has made upon 
the natural products of the United 
States and other producing countries 
of the western hemisphere, as to ren- 
der necessary the appointment of an 
international conservation committee 
to devise ways and means to preserve

the present year, we referred editorially 
to a report by Dr. David T. Day on the 
extravagant production and use of pe- 
troleum. In this report the expert, af- 
ter carefully estimating the probable 
minimum quantity of oil beneath the 
surface of the earth in this country 
at 15,000,000,000 barrels, concluded that 
at the present rate of annual consump- 
tion, this supply would become ex- 
hausted in ninety years, and that if 
the consumption increased at the pro- 
portionate ratio of previous years we 
might come at the end of our petro- 
leum supply within twenty-six years. 
Now comes the startling assertion 
made by the experts of the Geological 
Survey that the production of lead in 
the United States cannot be main- 
tained at its present volume for more 
than twenty years, after which it will 
probably decrease steadily; and, as 
for zine, they say that the present 
wasteful methods of production and 
rapid increase in consumption will ex- 
haust the supply within the compara- 
tively near future. The statements 
are positively alarming, and it will be 
of unusual interest to know what 
foundation they may have in fact. 
The available statistics of the produc- 
tion of lead in the United States, say 
the geological experts, cover a period 
of twenty-eight years. The production 
in 1885 was 129,000 short tons, and 
from that period the annual increase 
was gradual until in 1895 it had reached 
an aggregate of 170,000 tons, or an 
average increase of about 3,700 tons 
annually for eleven years. From 1895 
to 1907, however, there was a radical 
change in conditions, resulting in a 
rapidly increasing outturn. The aver- 
age within this period was 
close to 15,000 tons a year, and in 
1907, the production had increased from 


increase 


170,000 to 365,000 tons. Every year, 
with the exception of 1899 and 1905, 
showed a steady increase. Estimat- 


ing upon the basis of a continuation of 
the same ratio of annual increase, they 
argue that the production during 1910 
will be 410,000 tons, and that during 
1920 it will have risen to between 560,000 
to 580,000 tons. 

The world produced in 1907, accord- 
ing to the same authorities, 965,000 
metric tons, of 2,204 pounds, of which 
the United States contributed about 
one-third, or 317,500 metric tons. They 
proceed to show that the world’s pro- 
duction of lead has not increased in 
proportion to that of this country, the 
grand total in 1897 being 721,000 tons, 
which had risen to only 965,000 tons 
in 1907. “If,” they say, “we consider 
all countries except the United States, 
the figures for the same period of 
eleven years would be 541,000 tons and 
648,000, an average increase of 9,700 
metric tons.’’ It was found, however, 
that from 1897 to 1903 the total out- 
turn of the world, United States in- 
cluded, increased at the rapid average 
rate of 23,000 tons per annum; but that 
since that time, there has been a 
steady decrease of from 720,000 metric 
tons in 1903 to 647,000 tons in 1907, or 
an average yearly decline of 11,000 
tons, notwithstanding, too, that prices 
during this showed tempting 
advances. 

Dealing with the principal lead pro- 
ducing countries separately, the ex- 
perts refer to Spain as the greatest 
source of foreign supply, which coun- 
try in 1907 yielded 186,000 tons, a 
quantity which had not varied ma- 
terially as far back as 1897. The con- 
clusion is drawn from the figures that 
the yield of Spanish lead is not likely 
to increase beyond the present output. 

During the last four years, Germany 
has not added to her yearly quota of 
approximately 143,000 tons. The maxi- 
mum outturn in Australia was 141,000 
tons in 1903, but that country is now 
eredited with a bare 97,000 tons and 
practically the same conditions are 
said to apply to Mexico, which con- 
tributed from her ores in 1907 only 7

The figures given are taken as pretty 
conclusive evidence that, with the re- 
sources of the world so heavily drawn 
upon, it is not unlikely that the foreign 
production of lead will be still further 
reduced, unless some unforeseen and 
improbable discoveries are made. It

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lead will be materially increased as the

will be greatly facilitated.

The examination of the Inland Reve- 
nue Department of a number of drugs, 
as found on the Canadian market, for 
the purpose of ascertaining ‘whether 
any of these contained distinct traces 
of arsenic, shows that while most 
samples were practically free from the 
poison, arsenic was found to be dis- 
tinctly present in certain sulphates and 
particularly in phosphate of soda, 


A bulletin issued by the 
Revenue Department shows that 225 
of samples of commercial cream of 
tartar collected from various parts of 
Canada and analyzed, eighty per cent. 
were found genuine, eighteen per cent. 
were adulterated, and two per cent. 
doubtful. These results show an im- 
provement over those obtained in 1905, 
when only seventy-two per cent. were 
found genuine. 


kK. F. Ladd, food commissioner, and 
father of North Dakota paint law, has 
called a meeting of the Model Food 
Law Committee, to be held at Denver, 
Colo., on August 23.

A Russian paper states that the Perm 
Government Semstvo intends this sum- 
mer to use the resin pine reserves of 
the Verchotursk district for the pro- 
duction of rosin. The quantity im- 
ported into Russia annually is about 
6,000,000 roubles ($3,187,500) value, and 
it is hoped by the application of more 
modern technical processes than those 
hitherto adopted in the country to re- 
quire less foreign rosin. 


A company known as “Societe 
Francaise des Phosphates de lOceanie” 
has been recently incorporated’ in 
Paris with a capital of 6,000,000 francs 
to work the phosphate deposits of the 
South Seas Islands. A company known 
as the “Compagnie Iberienne des Super- 
phosphates” has also been incorporated 
with a capital of 1,500,000 frances. The 
latter will probably, from its name, do 
a business with or in Spain or Portu- 
gal. 


Of the non-producing countries the 
United Kingdom is the largest im- 
porter of olive oils. The imports dur- 
ing the past seven years have been 
as follows:—In 1902, 18,980 tuns; 1903, 
14,485 tuns; 1904, 15,010 tuns; 1905, 12,-

reports that the laws governing impor- 
tation of medicines are the same in Al- 


geria as in France. Medicines not 
authorized by the “Ecole de Pharma- 
cie,’”’ of Paris, are not admitted. To 
obtain this authorization a full de- 
scription of the composition of the 
medicine must be given and a sample 
sent for analysis. The duties are fixed 
by the “Ecole de Pharmacie” on the 


basis of 20 per cent. ad valorem. Cor- 
respondence for Algeria must be in the 
French language, and descriptive mat- 
ter in English is useless. 


The Treasury Department is about 
to promulgate a decision of the United 
States district court for the district of 
Indiana in which the W. H. Zinn Com- 
pany was recently convicted on an 
agreed statement of fact of violating 
that provision of the oleomargarine 
law which renders a dealer liable to 
pay special tax as a manufacturer if 
he colors the oleomargarine sold by 
him even after the sale has been com- 
pleted and at the request of the pur- 
chaser. This is a test case which has 
been followed with great interest in 
the oleomargarine and cotton oil trades 
and which has now been decided in 
favor of the government. 


On the evening of June 29 the heads

Considerable 
testimony was taken, and in the board's 
opinion the importer established by a 
clear preponderance of evidence that 11 
of the cans contained olive oil and 3 con- 
tained olives. No question was raised 
regarding the olives. Duty was therefore 
assessed upon 11 cans of olive oil contain- 
ing 5 gallons each, the protest of H. Ba- 
houth being sustained.

PERMISSION GRANTED THE PLAINTIFF 
TO AMEND ORIGINAL COMPLAINT 
INCREASING AMOUNT OF AL- 
LEGED DAMAGES SEVEN- 
FOLD. 

By the decision of Justice Blanchard of 
the Supreme Court of New York County 
on Tuesday, leave was granted to the J. 
D. Park & Sons Company, of Cincinnati, 
to serve a supplemental amended com- 
plaint in its action against the New York 
State members of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, fixing the alleged 
damages as $3,500,000 instead of $500,000, as 
represented when the suit was commenced 
in 1897. Other facts, which had occurred 
in the interim, were pleaded to aggravate 
the plaintiff's alleged injury and it was 
recited that several of the houses named 
as defendants in the original bill had 
been dissolved or their personnel changed 
by the lapse of years. J. D. Park & Sons 
Company instituted two suits in this 
county in 1897, one in equity, against the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion for injunctive relief against the op- 
eration of the selling system of the man- 
ufacturers, which was declared to be in 
alleged conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
and the other against the New York 
State jobbing houses, members of the as- 
sociation, for damages which plaintiff 
represented had been sustained by rea- 
son of its exclusion from participation in 
the sale of goods sold on the rebate or 
eontract plan and other consequential 
damages. The defendants demurred to 
the complaint in the equity action, and 
the demurrer was sustained in March, 
190. The ruling of the trial court was 
affirmed by the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court and by the Court of Ap- 
peals. Pending the hearing on the de- 
murrer by the higher courts, proceed- 
ings in the action at law remained sus- 

pended. 

When the Court of Appeals sustained 
the decision on the demurrer, the de- 
fendants believed that the action at law 
would, as a matter of course, be allowed 
to drop, and this conviction was strength- 
ened as proceedings remained in abey- 
ance year after year until late in 190s, 
when the plaintiff moved before Justice 
Truax for an order granting leave to take 
oral testimony in the various cities and 
towns of the country on the question of 
damages. Defendants sought to have the 
complaint dismissed for want of prose- 
cution, but the court found that the case 
at law had been retained on the calen- 
dar, denied defendants’ motion and 
granted leave to the plaintiff to proceed 
in obtaining the desired evidence upon 
payment to the defendants of $50 a day 
for counsel fees and $10 a day for other 
expenses. Action on this decision is be- 








lieved to be doubtful, as there are said 
to be some details in the order which re- 
quire further judicial construction.  En- 


couraged by this decision, the plaintiff 
presented the motion for leave to amend 
its original complaint, alleging such ad- 
ditional damages as had accrued dur- 
ing the intervening period, thereby cov- 
ering an interval of eighteen years from 
the time allowed by the original action 
The viaintiff bases its claim for dam- 
ages on the following allegations:

sweeping decision of the United States 
Circuit Court at Indianapolis in May, 


1907, in which the National Association of 
htetail Druggists, the National Wholesale 
brugsists’ Association and other manu- 
facturers and proprietors were enjoined 
from combining and conspiring to re- 
strain trade, from fixing prices by agree- 
ment and blacklisting retailers who were 
not parties to the agreement or who sold 
than the regular’ schedule of 
. Another case, holding illegal the 
gzgnment method between the manu- 
facturer and the wholesale and_ retail 
dealers, whereby prices were established 
and sales at wholesale were restricted 
only to designated retail agents of the 
manufacturer, was decided on June 26 
last by the United States Circuit Court at 
Newark, N. J., inthe case of the Dr. 
Miles Medical Company, ef-ftkhart, Ind., 
against Charles W. Menk, a retail drug- 
gist at Newark. The question of the le- 
gality of the direct contract plan as be- 
tween the manufacturer and the whole- 
saler and the manufacturer and the re- 
tailer is now pending in the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case of 
the Dr. Miles Medical Company against 
Park, which was instituted after the In- 
Giunapnolis injunction was issued, 

By the terms of Justice Blanchard’s de- 
cision in the case of Park against the 
New York State jobbers, the leave to the 
plaintiff to file its supplemental an- 
swer was not prejudicial to defendants’ 
right to a rehearing and every opportu- 
nity, it is believed, will be taken to limit 
plaintiff's premises in the action. The 
defendant firms, which include some of 
the most prominent drug houses between 
the Eastern and Western coasts, are 
Bruen, Ritchey & Co.. the Charles N.

Ohio, died of a stroke of apoplexy at his 
home in that city on Sunday, July 4. He 
was but sixty-one years of age, and had 
been in excellent health previous to his 
sudden calling away.

His business career was begun in 1872, 
when, associated with his brother, Hous- 
ton Lowe, he founded the firm of Lowe 
Brothers, which in 1882 established its 
factory for the manufacture of paint, 
The business, which had grown extensive- 
ly and enjoyed a wide reputation, was 
incorporated in 1898, with Henry C. Lowe 
as president and Houston Lowe as vice- 
president.

Charles F. Simonin, for many years 
identified with the oil and fertilizer busi- 
ness in Philadelphia, died on Tuesday 
last at his home in that city, aged fifty- 
nine years. In October last he was 
Stricken with paralysis and never recov- 
ered. The deceased gentleman was a son 
of the late Charles F. Simonin, widely 
known as a chemist and an expert on 
oils and fertilizers. The son followed in

died soon after the birth of a daughter, 
Marianna, and the latter grew up to 
young womanhood, but died five years 
ago. 

The profound respect for the deceased 
gentleman, who was ever heloved as a 
good friend and a valued citizen, is best 
portrayed by the expression of sorrow 
and eulogy which appeared after his 
death in the public prints of his native 
city. Speaking of the late Mr. Lowe, the 
Dayton Journal said:— 

“When knighthood was in flower, the 
soul of Henry C. Lowe was born. His 
was a beautiful and stately nature. By 
those who knew him in the closest and 
most precious intimacy, we shall not be 
charged with exaggeration when we say 
that he exemplified the finest human 
qualities and the most lovable human at- 
tributes, 

“That Henry C. Lowe possessed busi- 
ness integrity, pursued clean business 
methods and practiced straight commer- 
cial ethics, does not essentially distin- 
suish him and his life from hundreds of 
his fellow citizens and their careers. In 
these regards he was, thank God, but one 
among many. 

“But what then had he, ingrained, in- 
stinctive, unconscious and never-failing, 
which made him, as a friend expressed 
it yesterday, so ‘different’ from the run 
of us? No one word, no single phrase, 
can fully answer this question. Possibly, 
if there were a sufficient term in which 
to comprehend innate kindliness, exqui- 
site courtesy, unselfish consideration, sym- 
nathetic recognition of the rights and 
feelings of others in every walk of life, 
Henry C. Lowe’s character might be ade- 
quately described. 

“His courtesy—and what a fine old word 
that is!—was not a cultivated, superficial 
grace. It belonged to him and was an 
inherent part of him. He could not be 
rude, or forgetful, or thoughtless, if he 
would. Among the thousands who mourn 
him there will be found none who can 





recall an instance on his part of harsh- 
ness or impatience.

Rights of Druggists in Respect to 


Wines and Spirits. 
Washington, July 16, 1909. 

The recent publication of an extensive 
revised list of medicinal preparations, the 
sale of which entails liability on the part 
of the seller to pay special tax as a re- 
tail liquor dealer, has brought to. the 
Internal Revenue Bureau many inquiries 
regarding the right of druggists under 
the provisions of Section 3246, Revised 
Statutes, to utilize wines and spirits in 
the preparation of medicines without qual- 
ifving as liquor dealers. The section re- 
ferred to reads as follows: 

“Nothing in this chapter shall be con- 
strued to impose a special tax upon vintners 
who sell wine of their own growth, or 
manufacturers who sell wine produced from 
grapes grown by others, at the place where 
the same is made or at the general business 
office of such vintner or manufacturer; Pro- 
vided. that no vintner or manufacturer shall 
have more than one office for the sale of 
such wine that shall he exempt from special 
tax under this act; nor shall any special tax 
be imposed upon apothecaries as to wines 
or spirituous liquors which they use exclu- 
sively in the preparation or making-up of 
medicines.” 

In construing the above provision in_ the 
light of the recent regulations regarding 
the sale of medicinal prenarations con- 
taining excessive auantities of alcohol, 
Acting Commissioner Williams replying 
to a communication from a retail drug- 
gist, says:— 

“In reply to your letter of the 26th Instant 


you are informed that section 8246, Revised 
Statutes, provides that no special tax shall 
be imposed upon apothecaries as to wines 
or spirituous liquors which they use exclu- 
sively in the preparation or making up of 
medicines. 

“Special tax is therefore not required of 
druggists on account of keeping on hand dis- 
tilled spirits or wines for use in the manu- 
facture of National Formulary and U, 8. P. 
compounds or in the compounding of pre- 
scriptions, provided the spirits or wine be- 
fore being sold is compounded with drugs 
sufficient in quality and amount to alter its 
character and render it unsuitable for use as 
a beverage.”’

Illegal Sale of Cocaine in Canada, 

A PROMINENT DRUG STORE HEAD- 
QUARTERS FOR DISTRIBUTION— 
CONVICTIONS DIFFICULT. 

Toronto, July 15, 1909. 

A note of alarm has been raised in the 
city over the use of cocaine, notwith- 
standing the law prohibiting the sale, un- 
less on a physician’s order. It has been 
ascertained that a prominent drug store 
is the headquarters for the illegal trade. 
Two men, and only two, can procure it. 
They get it in considerable quantities 
and then distribute it in small packets 
at 25 cents or 50 cents each, the chief 
point of distribution being Chinese res- 
taurants, girls being numbered among 
the victims. The common name for the 
drug is ‘“‘snow,” and taking a dose is 
called “taking a jolt.”” The police and 
medical authorities have taken the mat- 
ter up with a view to prosecuting of- 
fenders. 

The amendment to the pharmacy act 
which applies to the sale of cocaine pro- 
vides that wholesale druggists shall only 
sell the drug to druggists, dentists and 
doctors. When it is bought the buyer 
must sign a book. In this the amount 
purchased and the date is set forth also. 
Thus the amount bought by every drug- 
gist is known. Druggists are supposed 
io keep all prescriptions, and by compar- 
ing the amount called for in these with 
the amount purchased the authorities are 
supposably able to discover whether any 
has been solid without prescription. The 
system is weak, however, and convic- 
tions are most difficult to obtain, If the 
law is broken the penalty for the first 
offense is a fine of $20. This is low com- 
pared to the punishment administered on 
the other side, where in some places a 
$1,000 fine can be collected.

Seller Not Bound by Acceptance 
of Qualified Offer. 


In an action to recover damages for 
the alleged breach of contract for the de- 





livery of a quantity of Porto Rican bay 
rum, brought by the Stein-Gray Drug 
Company, of Cincinnati, against the H. 
Michelsen Company, of this city, 
Justice Marks, of the Municipal 
Court of this city, has rendered 
a decision for the defendant, dis- 


missing the complaint. The suit yas 
based on the telegraphic acceptance by 
the plaintif€ of an offer construed in a 
letter from the defendant to the effect 
that the latter had mailed a sample of 
its bay rum to the Stein-Gray Drug Com- 
pany, for which a flat price of 70 cents 
per gallon in barrel lots was named. 
rhe letter contained the following state- 
ment:—‘‘All our goods from invoice ar- 
riving July 20 have been sold and we have 
orders now for most of the invoice on 
next steamer, due here July 29. Should 
you favor us with your order we will ship 
same in the order which we receive it 
with others.’’ On the day following the 
mailing of this letter, the H. Michelsen 
Company sent another letter to the plain- 
tiff stating that it had withdrawn all offers 
of Porto Rican bay rum on account of a 
duty which had been placed upon it. The 
acceptance by the plaintiff for three bar- 
rels of the lot had been dispatched before 
the receipt of the defendant’s letter with- 
drawing its offer, and the court held that 
if the defendant’s first letter to the plain- 
tiff had contained an unqualified offer to 
sell a specific quantity of bay rum, or a 
statement that defendant had a specific 
quantity to sell and left no option on de- 
fendant’s part to fill any order which 
plaintiff might decide to send in response 
to that letter, the contract would have 
been completed upon the dispatch of 
plaintiff's acceptance, notwithstanding the 
withdrawal of the offer by defendant be- 
fore it received the acceptaince, this be- 
ing the rule of law both in New York 
and Ohio, and that plaintiff would be en 
titled to recover. The court found, how 
ever, that the defendant reserved the 
right to fill all orders received prior to 
that of plaintiff before the latter’s, and 
the fact that these orders might have 
exhausted the lot in question before the 
plaintiff's order could have been satisfied 
introduced an element of uncertainty in 
the terms of defendant's offer and made 
it the subject of a contingency, which 
gave defendant the right to withdraw it 
before the defendant bound itself to the 
terms of plaintiff's acceptance,

Though buying continues to be prin- 
cipally for immediate requirements, a 
better feeling prevails among  dis- 
tributers of the different paint mate- 
rials, which has found expression in 
freer inquiry. Reflecting the decline at 
St. Louis, local quotations on pig lead 
are easier, and while the previous level 
of 4.35c. prevails, it has been _ inti- 
mated that a large buyer could shade 
this price about 2% points. This easier 
position of the basic metal, however, 
has had no tangible effect on quota- 
tions on the products which are ap- 
parently firm at unchanged prices. As 
heretofore, demand is for prompt or 
nearby shipment, but manufacturers 
report increased inquiry. Withdrawals 
on existing contracts have served to 
satisfy the chief consuming demand 
for American zines. Foreign grades 
are fairly steady with sales of a job- 
bing character noted. The principal 
buying interest in dry colors has been 
centered in lamp and carbon blacks. 
An exceptionally good export demand 
for this season of the year has devel- 
oped and prices are well maintained.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 

PIG LEAD.—In sympathy with the 
decline in this market, which has been 
recorded at St. Louis, local quotations 
display an easier tone. Although the 
leading interests continue to quote 
4.35c., it is understood that on positive 
business there are willing sellers at 
4.32%c. As is usually the case in a 
weak market, demand has. been slow, 
consumers, as a whole, remaining out 
to await further developments. Re- 
ports from St. Louis are to the effect 
that lead is duli at 4.22%c. London is 
slightly lower on the basis of £12 Ils. 
3d. 

WHITE LEAD.—While demand has 
not improved to any material degree 
during the past week, manufacturers 
are confident that with the advance of 
the month trading will assume larger 
proportions. As heretofore the mar- 
ket displays a steady tone.

East of Homeworth, Columbiana 
county, Ohio, and three miles north- 
east of the Galbreath pool, Hutchin- 
son & Co. have completed a wildcat 
on the Balfour farm and have a 
duster. 


On Bingamon creek, Lincoln district, 
Marion county, W. Va., the Carnegie 
Natural Gas Company’s test on the 
Owen Hawker farm into the 30-foot 
sand flowed 47 barrels the first 12 hours 
after the pay was tapped. 


The Ohid Oil Company’s gusher No. 
7 on the Applegate trustee farm, Petty 
township, Lawrence county, Ill., that 
produced 1,400 barrels natural a few 
days ago, has been maintaining an out- 
put of about 600 barrels a day. 


In the Rowells Run extension, in 
Harper district, Roane county, W. Va., 
the Carter Oil Company’s No. 3 on the 
M. F. Simmons farm came in a 50- 
barrel producer in the Berea grit. This 
location is 800 feet southwest of No, 
2 on the same farm, 


In the new Silver Lake development 
south of Bartlesville, in the mid-conti- 
nent field, the Rice Creek Producing 
Company has completed its first test 
on the Nora A. Keefer land, section 
32-26-13, for an initial production of 
300 barrels. Several iwells are due to 
get the sand in the same neighborhood. 


Clinton H. Fuller, who made his for- 
tune in the Pennsylvania oil fields and 
was the owner of the Fuller Oil Com- 
pany, died at his home in Allentown, 
wa., a few days ago, aged 51 years. 
tiis family had for generations been 
most prominent in industrial, financial 
and political circles of the State. Clin- 
ton «uller was no exception and was 
also very active in Masonic circles. 


Near Scottown, in Washington coun- 
ty, Ohio, the Carter Oil Company’s 
gusher on the John M. Adams farm 
tas developed a material decline and, 
according to a late report, was produc- 
ing 375 barrels a day. In the lower 
southwest the Philadelphia Company’s 
No. 2 on the Benjamin Anderson farm 
is holding up at about 800 barrels a 
Cay and is at this time the largest pro- 
ducer in the eastern fields. 


In Banks district, Upshur county, 
W. Va., Sheriff C. E. Hiner and others 
have the rig completed for a test on 
the C. MN Hyer farm, located on 
French creek, one-fourth mile north of 
Frenchton. ‘This is strictly a wildcat, 
far removed from any producing wells 
and its completion will furnish inter- 
esting information relative to a part of 
the lower southwest that has not been 
tested. All of the parties interested 


are residents of Buckhannon, Upshur 
county. 
Light developments are reported 


from the Southeastern Ohio fields. In 
tne Steubenville field, Jefferson county, 
several important tests are due in the 
sand. The recent completions are hold- 
ing up fairly well and the 
of the pool shows a very little decline. 
According to a recent report, it was 
estimated at 2,100 barrels. Previously 
it had reached 2,300 barrels, the highest 
daily production since the development 
work began.

Seven miles southwest of the 
Burgettstown field, Kelly Bros. &

Concerning “Petrol Butter.” 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 15, 18.9. 
Dairy and Food Commissioner John 
Foust yesterday issued a statement rela- 
live to the attitude of the State toward 
petrol butter. The first of this product, 
it is reported here, was turned out this 
week at Alion, [ll The Commissioner's 
Statement is us follows: 
“This product is not known to be on the 
market as yet in Pennsylvania, but for the 






information of those who may be con- 
cerned the following facts are noted:— 
“The composition of the material is not 
definitely known at this time If, however, 
it should be found to contain any substance 
deleterious to health it would, being sold 
for use as a food, come under the _ pro- 
visions of the general food act, approved 
May 13, 1909 If it contains no substance 
deleterious to health but is an article sim- 
ilar in character and use to oleomargarine, 
butterine or butt and is not produced ex 
clusively from unwaulterate milk or 
cream, it would come under the provisions 
of the act of May 2, 1501, known as the 
oleomargarine act It would therefore be 


legaliy salable only under license issued 
by the Food Bureau and could not be legally 
licensed unless it were kept free from all 
coloration or ingredient that causes it to 
resemble or be in imitation of yellow but- 
ter, and would, of course, be subject to all 
the provision of the act mentioned.”’ 


The Outlcok for Cocoanut Oil. 


With the exception of one interval in 
the winter of 1906, the wice of Ceylon 
cocoanut ig now higher than it has been 
for nine years. as the situation is rather 
unusual the following view of a large 
local house is of interest:— 





“Our foreign advices are all exceeding.y bull- 
ish and in our opinion Ceylon oil is oniy start- 
ing to go up. Our Liverpool corresp. nient re 
ports that practicaily every house is bullish on 
all nut oils and there is a healthier demand 
experienced trom both the soapmaking and 
libte trade, the latter being an im) riant 
faccor in the Continental market They s.ate 
that in their opinion the buying for edible pur 
poses has only just begun and a heavy demand 
is expected from margarine makers for early 
autumn requirements. They further state that 
theré seems to be no room for a dec.ine, Per- 
sonally from to-day’s indications we are of the 
opinion that an advance of at least one cent 
per pound may be expected shortly. In fact, 
we are looking for such an advance. However, 
our Colombo advices state that the supply of 
copra is ample and the bullish sentiment does 
not seem so much in evidence in their letters. 
There seems to be an indescribable feeling of 
uncertainty as regards the situation in the 
primary market and each letter begins ‘We 


look for higher prices if the London demand 
continues.’ We are informed that the Euro 
pean edible trade has been rushing into the 
market without any regard whatever to the 
underlying situation, which does not seem to 
warrant the present high prices, although a de 
cline cannot be expected while the demand 
continues. From what we can gather together 
there seems to be a fairly good show for a 


break shortly, although we are predicting high- 


er prices before the slump occurs American 
buyers, both soapmakers and the edible trade, 
have not been disturbed at all by the high 
prices, but those who have been forced to pur 
chase have had to compete with Europcan 
buyers."’

Of commanding interest in the week’s 
review is the announcement of a fur- 
ther decline of 5c. in Pennsylvania and 
the lower grade of Kentucky, and of 
8c. in North and South Lima, Indiana 
and the higher grade of Kentucky 
crude. This makes the fourth reduc- 
tion in the Pennsylvania, Lima and 
Indiana oils since last May, aggregat- 
ing 20c. in the Pennsylvania and 18c. 
in the Lima and Indiana products. For 
the standard grade of Pennsylvania 
$1.58 is now quoted. North Lima is list- 
ed at 84c. and South Lima and Indiana 
at 79c. The higher grade of Kentucky 
crude has undergone five reductions 
since March 25, from $1 to 73c., and the 
lower variety three declines, from the 
same date from 65c. to 50c. In ac- 
counting for the recent slump in val- 
ues the same conditions as were noted 
in connection ‘with the former cuts 
may be offered, namely, the excessive 
stocks of crude in the Illinois and mid- 
continent fields, the limitation upon 
the demand for crude, and most of the 
products both in this country and 
abroad, and the unfavorable influence 
of the foreign markets. 

A tendency toward abatement in 
field activity is noted in advices from 
many of the eastern sections, a con- 
dition that is usual during the hot 
weather of mid-summer, and _ the 
effect is likely to be emphasized 
by the further decline in crude 
in most of the Eastern fields. In the 
fields of the Pennsylvania classifica- 
tion, West Virginia presents the most 
creditable showing, the new production 
for the week being nearly four times 
of that of the former week from a 
slightly decreased number of success- 
ful wells. This result is largely due 
to the exceptional returns from the 
Shinnston pool of Harrison county, 
two of the recent completions being 
reported good for an aggregate of 
1,000 barrels. This formation has now 
fifteen producing wells yielding an ag- 
gregate of 1,750 barrels per day. Re- 
cent tests to extend the limits of the 
pool have met with disappointment, 
and the present production is derived 
from a comparatively small area. 





There was no check to the drilling 
activity in Lincoln county in the same 
State, and the results of the week 
demonstrate more effectively the reg- 
ularity of the pay formation. Of the 
twelve wells brought in, eleven were 
producers with a daily average total of 
360 barrels, and the other completion 
yielded a successful gas well. Very 
little work outside of defined limits 
is in progress in Lincoln’ county, 
Marion county furnished a result of 
more than usual interest, a test in 
the Lincoln district being credited with 
a flow of 47 barrels the first twelve 
hours. Interest in Southeastern Ohio 
operations continues to be centered in 
the Steubenville formation of Jeffer- 
son county, and late completions were 
instrumental in bringing the produc- 
tion to the highest point since develop- 
ment work began there, 2,300 barrels. 
Shooting the old wells in the pool 
also proved a successful expediency. 
A more recent report noted a slump to 
2,100 barrels. Another noteworthy de- 
velopment of Southeastern Ohio is the 
Scottown formation of Washington 
county, and the staying power of the 
exceptional producer, noted previously, 
have stimulated much new work in the 
vicinity. After maintaining an out- 
put in the neighborhood of 800 barrels 
for several days, the well, according 
to later advices, had shown a decline 
to 375 barrels, and then a recovery 
to nearly 600 barrels. Completions and 
new production scored a slight gain in 
the Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana for the week, the best re- 
sults having been experienced in Wood 
county, Ohio. The Kentucky fields 
are reported in a state of mid-summer 
lethargy, the effect of the season be- 
ing aggravated by the relatively low 
basis of crude. About the only new 
work of importance in sight is that 
planned by Pennsylvania parties in 
Clay county, where, it is stated, that 
drilling will be carried to a greater 
depth than has been reached in that 
section. The extremity of weather in 
Illinois was the means of keeping field 
operations within a narrow and un- 
important scope. Crawford and Law- 
rence counties, as usual, proved the 
mainstay of new production results: 
Our mid-continent correspondent writes 
that there is much dissatisfaction in 
the Glenn pool section over the recent 
cut in crude prices, but further de-

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sequence of a vast accumulation of pro- 
duction in the face of adverse market 
conditions. Considerable interest is 
manifested in the outcome of a second 
tests of Henryetta, where the prospects 
are considered encouraging for the de- 
velopment of a pool of some magni- 
tude. A review of the Gulf coast re- 
gion for June shows a slight decline 
in production from the May record, a 
gain in the Louisiana total being 
more than counterbalanced by returns 
from Southeastern Texas. There was 
an increase in the aggregate movement 
and consumption of crude last month, 
due to the gain in rail and port ship- 
ments. There was a falling off in field 
operations during June. While 
Humble led in completions, the new 
production was _ insignificant, Sour 
Lake making by far the better show- 
ing in the latter respect. 


Refined and Products. 

A decline of fifteen points in the re- 
fined export schedule has distinguished 
the local market during the week, all 
descriptions being affected. While the 
reduction occasioned more or less sur- 
prise in the trade, it was at once asso- 
ciated with the conditions which 
prompted the break of ten points in 
prices on June 25, namely, the weak- 
ening tendency of crude, the restrict- 
ed outlet of refined at this season and 
the unfavorable influence of the foreign 
markets. Present quotations are es- 
tablished on the basis of 8.25c. for 
standard white and 9.75c. for water 
white in barrels, 4.75c. and 6.25c., re- 
spectively, in bulk, and 10.65c. and 
12.15c. in cases, New York loading, 
Philadelphia quotations being five 
points lower for all varieties, The ex- 
port movement during the week has 
been of lessened proportions, clear- 
ances showing a total of 11,022,320 gal- 
lons, against 13,368,000 gallons, former- 
ly noted. Of the quantity snipped dur- 
ing the current week, 4,675,000 gallons 
were carried by the tank fleet The 
only new charter for forward. ship- 
ment reported within the interval was 
one of 180,000 cases for Australia, Sep- 
tember, from New York. Domestic 
trading has followed the same routine 
lines, with quotations nominally un- 
changed, 

The demand for the gas engine vari- 
eties has constituted the principal ac- 
tivity in the local market for the prod- 
ucts, auto naptha being in especially 
good request. Supplies of this descrip- 
tion have been freely drawn upon to 
meet requirements, and the same de- 
gree of firmness is dominant. Stove 
and 86-degree gasoline are well sus- 
tained at the recent advance. Clear- 
ances of naphtha for the week under 
review totaled 696,260 gallons, against 
2,806,890 gallons as the former 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from NewYork during the last week 
with refined, naphtha and crude pe- 
troleum in bulk:—The British steamer 
Genesee for London and Sunderland 
with 675,000 gallons refined and 550,000 
gallons naphtha; the German steamer 
Phoebus for Flushing (for orders) with 
2,800,000 gallons refined; the Dutch 
steamer Charlois for Amsterdam with 
1,200,000 gallons refined, and the Span- 
ish steamer Ciudad de Reus for Vigo 
with 689,010 gallons crude, Two char- 
tered vessels also sailed with case oil. 
They were the British steamer Couls- 
don for Chefoo with 162,102 cases re- 
fined and the British ship Radiant for 
Menado, Macassar, Boeleling and 
Sourabaya with 79,000 cases refined, 

Advices in the Russian market note a 
slightly firmer tendency for crude, re- 
fined and residuals, but the demand 
for refined was reported light, partic- 
ularly for export. The London mar- 
ket for American refined has, accord- 
ing to cabled reports, recovered a 
trifle from the lower position § pre- 
viously noted, but no improvement was 
occasioned in Liverpool. Mail corre- 
spondence advises of a slightly firmer 
market for American case oil in Kara- 
chi, but quotations on the other Indian 
markets show no variation. Unchanged 
prices prevail at Shanghai and Yoko- 
hama, 





Mineral Oils. 

The market presents the same de- 
gree of dullness, the effect of the sea- 
son being fully reflected. The light 
movement on contracts seems to be 
ample for current requirements. Deal- 
ers express confidence in the renewal 
of activity early in the fall and are 
reconciled to the continuance of a 
quiet market during the interim. The 
production is well regulated to the 
limited consumption and values con- 
tinue nominally steady. 





Paraffine Wax,

material , variation and the market 
may be described as of the same rou- 
tine character, a condition, however, 
that is wholly incident to the season.

Gulf Coast Petroleum Review. 


A review of the Gulf coast fields for June 
records a slight decrease in production, a 
small gain in the Louisiana returns being 
more than counterbalanced by a loss in the 
Southeastern Texas results. “The aggregate 
for June is given as 758,700 barrels for Te *xas, 
against 822,225 barrels during May, and 
286,200 barrels for Louisiana, against 265,- 
230 barrels previously. There was a sub- 
stantial increase in port shipments of crude 
and refinery products from Texas last month, 
and the total movement and consumption 
exceeded the production by 158,687 barrels. 
The best showing of any field during June 
is credited to Conde, La. All of the more 
important Texas fiel including Humble, 
Rates, Sour Lake, Spindletop and Saratoga, 

gistered a decreased output last month. 
yo field operations there was a falling 
off in nearly every section of both States. 
Humble recorded the greatest number of 
completions, fifteen, but the new production 
amounted to but 155 barrels as the daily 
average. At Sour Lake ten wells were 
brought in, but the new aally production 
averaged 1,995 barrels, surpassing every other 
field in that respect. 

The crude market has continued steady 
at unchanged prices, but operations are re- 
ported to be on rather a restricted scale.

Petroleum, 
INDEPENDENT PRODUCERS SECURE 
MEASURE OF PROTECTION DURING 
CLOSING HOURS OF THE SENATE DE- 

BATE—AMENDMENT OF SENATOR 
CURTIS PROVIDES COUNTERVAIL- 
ING TAX ON CRUDE—HOPE FOR 

STILL BROADER SCOPE FROM 
CONFERENCE COMMITTEE, 

Washington, July 16, 1909. 
The independent petroleum producers 
and refiners won a signal victory In the 
closing hours of the debate in the Senate 
the evening of the 


on the tariff bill on I ° 
Sth instant. An amendment offered by 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, restoring the 
countervailing duty on crude oil Was 
adopted after a spirited debate which re- 
sulted in making converts of a number 
of Senators who heretofore have been 
opposed to granting protection in any 
form to petroleum or its products. 

The amendment submitted by Senator 


Curtis provided as follows:— 

“Provided, that if there be imported into the 
United States crude petroleum produced in any 
country which imposes a duty on petroleum 
exported from the United States there shall in 
suen cases be levied, paid and collected a duty 
upon said peticleum so imported one-half of 
the duty imposed by such country.” 

In urging this proviso as an 
to paragraph 637 covering oils 
kinds, Mr. Curtis said: 

“T offer this amendment at the request of the 
independent oil producers of this country. Ol 
00,000 barrels of crude oil produced a day in 
the United States the independent oil producers 


addition 
of all 


furnish 89 per cent, of that production This 
amendment only applies to crude petroleum. 
In the production of the 89 per cent. of the 
crude oil of the country the independent. oil 
producers employ over 500,000 people in that 
great industry. Some ten years ago the in- 


dependent refineries of the country only pro- 
duced 5 per cent, of the refined oil, while to- 
day they produce over 20 per cent, of the re- 
fined oil used in this country; and in the States 
where there are independent refineries the oil is 
cheaper than in States where there are none. 
In Kansas we have eighteen independent re 
fineries. They produce 45 per cent. of the oil 
used in our State, and oll is selling cheaper in 
Kansas than in any other State in the Union. 

“In behalf of these independent producers, 
who are afraid of the large production of oil in 
Mexico, [| offer this amendment. it applies 
only to countries that levy a duty against oil 
which is exported from this country to their 
country, and it is only one-half of the duty 
which is levied by those countries,’’ 

In this connection Senator Curtis caused 
to be read the following press dispatch 
from the City of Mexico:— 

‘Mexico City, June 28, 1909. 

“One of the biggest oil flows in the history of 
the industry has just been obtained in a well 
mear Tuxpam, State of Vera Cruz. The daily 
output of the well is estimated at 200,000 bar- 
rels. 

“It is located upon a tract of land which is 
owned by George I. Ham, an American banker, 
of this city. It is situated only a short dis- 
tance from the big tract of land which was re- 
cently purchased by E. H. Harriman. 

“The oil flow was struck at a depth of 2,800 
feet. The pressure is so strong that efforts to 
cap the well have not yet been successful. 
Earthen tanks are being constructed in which 
to store the oil temporarily. It is reported that 
the Standard Oil Company owns the rights to 
the land.”’ 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, one of the 
Democrats who has steadily opposed any 
protection to petroleum, opposed the mo- 
tion, saying in part:— 

“I do not desire or purpose to detain the 
Senate by any extended discussion of this mat 
ter, but a few days ago, when a similar prop- 
osition was before the Senate as that embodied 
in the substitute offered by the Senator from 
Massachusetts (Mr. Long) to the income-tax 
amendment, which had been offered by the 
Senator from Texas (Mr. Bailey)—I think that 
was the time—I alluded to the fact that this 
matter had been under discussion in the House 
during the last Congress and that a very in- 
teresting speech had been made in regard 
thereto by a Representative from Wisconsin, 
Mr. Kustermann. I purpose now simply to 
have that part of the speech read from the 
desk, in order that Senators may know—the 
part I desire to have read is not long, and it 
will not take more than five or ten minutes— 
in order that Senators may know the certain 
result which will follow the adoption of the 
pending amendment. Before having the Secre- 
tary read the part of the speech which I de- 
sire—it is less than two columns—I desire to 
gay that Mr. Kustermann, after an investiga- 
tion and calculation upon the figures, shows 
that the countervailing duty as contained in 
the Dingley law had within ten years put into 
the treasury of the Standard Oil Company 
$133,900,000. Assuming that the foreign sales 
in Great Britain would be the same as they 
were in those ten years, the effect of the coun- 
tervailing duty, if Mr. Kustermann’s position 
is correct—of course that is to be judged when 
what he says is read—the effect of the present 
amendment will be to put one-half that amount 
into their treasury, which, of course, is that 
much taken out of the pockets of the American 
people. 

“Mr. Kustermann shows that the Standard 
Oil Company during this period sold its prod- 
uct in Great Britain between 2 and 3 cents a 
gallon less than it was sold for to the people 
of the United States. I presume it is upon 
that basis that the result is reached by him 
as to the amount which the Standard Oil Com- 
pany receives from the American people in ex- 
cess of what it would have received had it 
not been for the countervailing duty.’’ 

Senator Bacon thereupon sent to the 
desk and caused to be read an extended 
extract from the speech delivered in the 
House in the last Congress by Represen- 
tative Kustermann, with which the read- 
ers of the Reporter are already familiar. 

Senator Scott, of West Virginia, in- 
quired whether Senator Bacon did_ not 
know that the oil which the Standard Oil 
Company sells in Great Britain is of a 

adb inferior to that sold in the United 
St es. Before the Georgia Senator could 
answer, however, Senator Gore, of Ok- 
lahoma. stated that the grade sold in 
England and other foreign countries by 
the Standard Oil Company was known as 
sa rd White Oil,”’ while the grade 

im the United States is known as 
“Water White Oil,”’ the difference in 
value being 1 cent per gallon. Senator 
Bacon rejoined that whatever the facts 
might be, the obvious purpose of the 
amendment offered by Senator Curtis was 
to enable “the oil company. whichever 
company that may be, or the oil com- 
panies, to collect more out of the people 
of the United States for their oil than 
they otherwise would collect.”’ 

At this point Senator Burton, of Ohio, 


A 


one of the most conservative Republican 
members of the Senate and regarded as 
one of the Administration’s representa- 
tives in that body, came to the rescue of 
the independents in a forcible statement 
in. part as follows:— 

‘Mr. President, the argument just read and 
the statement made by the Senator from 
Georgia, both alike overlook a fundamental 
fact, which that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is not a producer of crude oil, but rather 
a refiner and a manufacturer of the secondary 
products of petroleum. Of course it owns a 
certain number of wells which it utilizes for 
the sake of obtaining crude oil for refining. 

“I think I am entirely familiar with the 
movement behind this amendment. It proceeds 
from the independent oil refiners, many of 
whom [I have known for years, and who, I 
know, have been engaged in a constant con- 
test with the Standard Oil Company, a con- 
stant contest for life. 

‘I have consistently opposed during this 
Congress the imposition of duties on raw ma- 
teriais not now subject to duties or the in- 
crease of those already existing, but in this 
case an exceptional condition exists. The hope 
for cheap refined oil in the United States rests 
with the independents. They have greatly in- 
creased in number and output of late. If they 
an obtain a firm foothold, the price will be 
moderated or diminished. The Bureau of Com- 
merece and Labor published a year or two ago 
a map, or diagram, which showed surprising 
conditions relating to the cost of refined oil. 
It was the object of the map to eliminate 
freight rates and give the price of refined oil 
irrespective of any charge for carriage, 

“It appeared from that map that 
States of Ohio and Pennsylvania the 
refined oil was 2, 3 or 4 cents less than in 
many other States. The difference was much 
larger in some States. I believe the State of 
Kansas showed a somewhat lower price. What 


in the 
price of 


was the reason for that? Because there are 
independent refineries in those States. 

“They are placed at a very great disadvan- 
tage. They are in competition with the most 
powerful business organization to be found in 
the history of commerce. The Standard Oil 


Company has tank ships on the sea and pipe 
lines on the land, It is able to obtain a sup- 
ply of crude oil wherever it can be obtained 
cheapest and bring it to its refineries and sell 
its refined oil under circumstances affording it 
the greatest profit. 

“The independent refineries in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania are supplied with their crude oil 
very largely by wells that formerly furnished a 
very considerable flow, but that are now al 
most exhausted. In some fields the pumping 
apparatus works on one well one day and on 
another another day, the average flow being 
not more than half a barrel a day. Those 
oil producers in these States will be placed at 
a very great disadvantage if petroleum comes 
in free, and the independent refineries will be 
deprived of their most available source of sup- 
ply. Indeed, when the oil amendment failed 
here a week or more ago it had an immediate 
effect in diminishing the price of oil. 

“I am frank to say that the figures of dif- 
ference in the price of refined oil in London 
and the United States are somewhat startling 
to me. I do not quite know the explanation, 
but [ question very much whether crude pe- 
troleum would be brought from the Russian 
fields to the United States in any event. The 
richest fields in Russia are around the Caspian 
Sea. It would first be necessary to bring the 
erude oil, which is a bulky product, to the 
Black Sea, and then transport it by ships to 
the United States and transfer it to the re- 
fineries. It is clear that if any of this oil is 
brought here the Standard Oil Company would 
bring it because of their superior facilities for 
transportation, 

“The object of this amendment is to impose 
a duty upon oil coming in from the productive 
fields of the Republic of Mexico, where al- 
ready the Standard Oil Company has a foot- 
hold; where already, I am informed, there are 
three refineries owned by the Standard Oil 
Company or affiliated companies, and where 
the crude oil could readily be brought by pipe 
lines into the United States and utilized in 
the Standard refineries. 

“For these reasons it seems to me that this 
duty should be imposed. I want to add that 
as a general principle I do not believe in a 
countervailing duty. It puts a weapon into 
the hands of the country against whose prod- 
ucts you are seeking to establish protection. If 
there is a superabundant supply in Mexico, 
they can take off their duty and ship their oil 
into the United States free of duty; but in any 
event I trust the Senate will not reject this 
very modest proposition, which will have some 
effect in encouraging the production of crude 
oil by those who are pumping it in divers 
States and will have an even greater effect in 
aiding the independent refiners.’’ 

Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, whose ex- 
traordinary course in opposing protection 
tor one of the most important industries 
in his own State, has attracted much at- 
tention and has aroused no little ad- 
verse criticism, then offered a further 
amendment to Senator Curtis’ amendment 
providing that “importers of crude petro- 
leum shall not be entitled to the draw- 
back provisions of this act.’’ With a 
view to putting an end to the discussion, 
Senator Curtis accepted Senator Gore's 
amendment. Senator Bacon, however, 
was not content to let the matter go 
without further contention. He said:— 

“It must be patent to every one that the ef- 
fect of adopting this countervailing duty is 
the same as putting a duty upon the importa- 
tion of oil. There is but one country from 
which we can expect any importation of oil, 
and that is Russia, unless the future possibili- 
ties of Mexico are to be taken into considera- 
tion. I do not understand that the character 
of oil now produced in Mexico makes that a 
present possibility. So excluding that from 
consideration for the present, I repeat that the 
only country from which the importation of oil 
can be anticipated is Russia, and Russia has 
now a high duty upon the importation of oll. 
Consequently the adoption of this countervail- 
ing provision would be the same as levying 
a duty upon Russian oil. 

“As is known, this provision is in the exist- 
ing law except that the proposed amendment 
puts the rate at one-half what it is under 
the existing law. The bill has come from the 
House not only without any duty imposed upon 
oil, but with the countervailing provision of 
the existing law purposely left out of the 
proposed law. 

“I presume I do not transgress the general 
rules in stating the fact, which we all know, 
that in the House of Representatives, which is 
largely Republican, the question whether or 
not this bill should contain a provision impos- 
ing a duty upon oil was fought out and settled 
in the negative. The House decided that it 
should not contain any duty upon the importa- 
tion of oil. 

“And, not content with that, the House, 
doubtless for the reasons I have stated— 
which have been drawn largely from the part 
of the speech which has been read in the 
hearing of the Senate, made by a Republican 
Representative from the State of Wisconsin— 
not only refused to put a duty upon oil, but 
struck out the countervailing provision, which, 
under certain circumstances, would have had 
the same effect as the imposition of this duty 
upon oil. 

“Not only so, Mr. President, but before the 





Senate an amendment was offered in which the 
issue was squarely raised whether or not in 
this bill a duty should be imposed upon the 
importation of oil, and the Senate decided that 
it would not impose such a duty. 

“The adoption of this amendment will have 
exactly the same effect and serve the same 
purpose. I have no idea that there will be any 
importation of Russian oil, whether the coun- 
tervailing duty provision is in the bill or not, 
But in the absence of the countervailing pro- 
vision, and in the absence of any duty upon 
the importation of oil, of course the knowl- 
edge of the fact that there is the opportunity 
for the importation of Russian oil will operate 
upon the oil companies of this country—the 
Standard Oil Company being the one which 
fixes the price and makes the sales—to reduce 
the price to the American consumer, 

“That is the entire issue, Mr, President, and 
I have no more to say on the subject.’ f 

The question was then put to the Sen- 
ate and the Curtis amendment was 
adopted by a vote of 44 to 31, a majority 
of 13. It will be remembered that Sen- 
ator Scott’s amendment placing a duty 
on oil of % cent per gallon was defeated 
by 2 majority of 6, a fact which bears 
eloquent testimony to the energetic work 
that has been done here by the Washing- 
ton committee of independent producers 
and refiners since the vote on the Scott 
amendment, 

The whole subject now goes to_ the 
Conference Committee, and it is the hope 
of the independents that the conferees 
may be induced to broaden the scope of 
the Curtis amendment and to retain it in 
the bill as finally enacted.

Conference Committee at Work 
on Tariff Bill. 


CHEMICAL SCHEDULES UNDER CONSID- 
ERATION—FIGHT OVER LEAD DERIVA- 
TIVES—SENATE PROVISION FOR MAX 

IMUM AND MINIMUM RATES PRAC- 

TICALLY AGREED TO—COUNTER- 
VAILING SECTIONS TO STAND— 
MAY APPLY TO FREE LIST— 
DRAWBACK FEATURES NOT 

YET DECIDED—N. W. D. A. 
PETITION AS TO ALCOHOL 
—CUSTOMS COURT 
ASSURED. 
Washington, July 16, 1909. 

The Republican members ot the Conter- 
ence Colmmiittee om the tarim bil, inciud- 
ing six Kepresentatives and live Senators, 
to-day ended the first 1ull week devoted to 
tne consideration of Lie ulsagreeisng provi- 
sions of the House and Sehate Measures, 
So tar as the dutiabie schedules and the 
tree list are concerned the work accom- 
plished has been contined almost entirely 
to clerical changes in the torm of the blil 
and to the adjustment of minor questions 
as to which there has been littie or no 
controversy. 

After the first reading of the bill, which 
proved to be a rather perfunctory cere- 
inony, the committee has returned to the 
chemical schedule, which is now under 
consideration, but has not been able tinal- 
ly to determine any rates of importance, 
‘this schedule was Materially reduced by 
the Hivuse, and while the Senate in a 
number of instances raised the House 
rates the general effect of the action of 
the upper nouse was Lo leave this sched- 
ule below that of the Dingley act. On this 
uccount the Senate conterees are unwil- 
jing to yield to the House, and from pres- 
ent indications the greater part of the 
t'inance Committee rates will prevail. 

The most ditlicult problem the conterees 
have been called upon to solve in the 
chemical schedule has been the adjust- 
ment of rates on the lead derivatives so 
largely employed in the paint industry. 
When these items were taken up the sug- 
gestion was made by the House conferees 
that it would be wise to determine the 
basic rates on lead in ore, pig lead, lead 
bullion, etc., as found in the metal sched- 
ule, before attempting to adjust the dif- 
ferentiuls on lead paint materials. This 
suggestion drew from Chairman Aldricn, 
on behalf of the Senate conferees, an em- 
phatic statement to the eftect that the 
Senate would not yield in the matter of 
the rates on lead in ore, pig lead, etc., 
and that the differentials on lead products 
must be adjusted on this basis, In ex- 
planation of his position Senator Aldrich 
declared that the bill nad been saved from 
defeat in the Senate only by the hearty 
co-operation of Senators representing the 
lead-producing States of the Rocky Moun- 
tain region. In return tor the support 
thus obtained the Senate conferees felt 
themselves bound to uphold the lead duties 
incorporated in the Senate bill, Chairman 
Payne, of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, on behalf of the House, contended 
that the adoption of the Senate rates 
would mean the disappointment of the 
farmers and people of moderate means 
throughout the country, who have insist- 
ed on cheaper paint, but Senator Aldrich 
rejoined that the proposed reductions 
would not cheapen any important product 
to the consumer, In conclusion he stated 
that the Senate conferees could make no 
concession beyond the possible reduction 
of one-eighth of a cent per pound on one 
or two lead derivatives used in the paint 
industry. The lead items thus appearing 
to be deadlocked for the present, they 
have been passed over without further 
consideration, 

Important progress has been made in 
the adjustment of the administrative pro- 
visions of the bill, which were taken up 
for careful examination on the first read- 
ing of the measure in the hope of get- 
ting them out of the way before the con- 
terence addresses itself to the real prob- 
lems in the dutiable schedules and free 
list. After an animated diseussion oc- 
cupying nearly an entire day, the con- 
ferees have practically agreed to accept 
the Senate provision embodying a max- 
imum and minimum section for the pro- 
tection of American commerce against 
discrimination of any kind. The chief 
difference between the House and Senate 
maximum and minimum features are, 
tirst, the reatliatory rates of the Senate 
bill apply only to the dutiable schedules 
of the proposed law, while those of the 
House bill include a very large percentage 
of the free list; and, second, the max- 
imum rate adopted by the Senate repre- 
sents an addition of 25 per cent. ad va- 
lorem to the general tariff rate, while 
that of the House is 20 per cent. of the 
minimum rate of duty rather than of the 
yalue of the article. The difference in 
the retaliatory rates of the two measures 
is much greater than would appear on 
the face of it. Taking, for example, an 
article paying 50 per cent. ad valorem and 
applying the Senate maximum of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, there would be a re- 
taliatory rate of 75 per cent. ad valorem, 
while upon the same article under the 
House provision the increase would be 
but 20 per cent., or one-fifth, of the exist- 
ing duty of 50 per cent., making a total 
retaliatory rate of 60 per cent, ad valorem, 
Notwithstanding this marked difference, 
however, the Senate provision has com- 
mended itself to the conferees, chiefly 
upon the recommendation of President 
Taft, Secretary of the Treasuryg Knox, 
and Senator Root, formerly Secretary or 
State, who was largely instrumental in 
putting the Senate provision into shape. 
While the rate of the Senate substitute 
is higher than the House provision, it has 
been pointed out that if retaliation is 
necessary half measures usually prove 
inadequate. It is further urged on behalf 
of the Senate measure that the elimina- 
tion of the free list from the operation 
of the retaliatory rates will prevent the 
embarrassment that might ensue should 
it become necessary at any time to im- 
pose retaliatory rates of duty on articles 
the importation of which is necessary to 
certain American industries. In many 
cases our entire supply of a given raw 
material is derived from a single source 
and to impose retaliatory rates thereon 
would be to punish our own people rather 
than those of the country discriminating 
against our commerce, 


COUNTERVAILING CLAUSES. 
The general countervailing provision of 








the Dingley act, providing for the as- 
sessment of additional duties upon articles 
upon which export bounties are paid by 
the countries ot origin, will be reproduced 
in a slightly modified form in the new 
law. in the closing hours of the debate 
in the Senate the countervailing section 
of the House bill, after having been 
stricken out, was restored and the _ pro- 
vision thus being identical in both House 
and Senate bills cannot be changed by 
the Conference Committee without de- 
parting from long-established precedents, 
Countervailing rates are limited in_ this 
provision to articles in the dutiable 
schedules and cannot be made to apply 
to any product on the free list. The sec- 
tion as agreed to by the conferees is 
as follows:— 

Sec, 7. That whenever any country, depend- 
ency, colony, province or other political sub 
division of government shall pay or bestow, 
directly or indirectly any bounty or grant 
upon the exportation of any article or mer 
chandise from such country, dependency, col 
ony, province or other political subdivision of 
government, and such article or merchandise is 
dutiable under the provisions of this act, then 
upon the importation of any such article or 
merchandise into the United States, whether 
the same shall he imported directly from the 
country of production or otherwise, and 
whether such article or merchandise is im- 
ported in the same condition as when exported 
irom the country of production or has been 
changed in condition by remanufacture or oth- 
erwise, there sball be levied and paid, in all 
such eases, in addition to the duties otherwise 
by this act, an additional duty equal to the 
net amount of such bounty or grant, however 
the same be paid or bestowed. The net amount 
ot all such bounties or grants shall be from 
time to time ascertained, determined and de- 
clared by the Secretary of the Treasury, who 
shall make all needful regulations for the 
identification of such articles and merchandise 
and for the assessment and collection of such 
additional duties. 

A strong effort has been made by the 
representatives of a number of industries 
whose products are on the free list to in- 
duce tne Finance Committee to amend 
this section so as to provide that coun- 
tervailing duties may be assessed upon 
wounty-uided articles even though they 
imay pe included in the free list, vut ic is 
Lut believed that the bill can now be 
amended so as to carry out this project. 
it is admitted, however, that cases might 
(requentiy arise When the importation of 
an article, placed on the free list for some 
special reason, would be so stimulated by 
ine payment of a bounty by the country 
of origin as to make it highly importance 
tuac tne influx should be stopped either 
by the removal of the article from the 
trce list or by the imposition of a coun- 
tervaling duty equal to the bounty. As 
it is not practicable to revise the tariff 
law under such circumstances, there is a 
strong argument in favor of permitting 
the countervailing provision to apply ww 
the tree list as well as_ the dutiable 
schedules. The fact should be borne in 
mind in this connection that the coun- 
tervailing provision referred to has no 
reation to the maximum and minimum 
section of the bill and would be applied 
independently thereof; and, further, tnat 
it does not apply to, nor conflict with, 
tnose provisious of the bill which, like 
the petroleum, wood pulp and other fea- 
tures, provide specifically for the collec- 
tion of countervailing duties in certain 
cases, @ 








DRAWBACK SECTION. 

The drawback section is receiving the 
very careful attention of the Conference 
Committee, but it is probable that the 
section will not receive its final form for 
some days. ‘The House passed an elab- 
orate provision, but its form was open 
to criticism and the Senate leaders are 
unwilling to adopt that feature of it 
which waives identification in accordance 
with the principle of the French draw- 
back law. The plan of the Senate leaders 
with respect to drafting a drawback pro- 
vision before the passage of the bill by 
the Upper House was changed repeated- 
ly while the matter was under discussion 
and the bill as finally passed struck out 
the House drawback section but did not 
provide a substitute, the measure carry- 
ing only two wholly inconsistent provi- 
sions, one of which denied drawback to 
“wheat, wheat flour, or flaxseed, or to 
the products or by-products of flaxseed,” 
while the other allowed drawback on im- 
ported hoop or band iron used in the bal- 
ing of cotton, 

Since the adoption of these two provi- 
sions, much missionary work has been 
done here by the representatives of indus- 
tries that would be injuriously affected if 
the Senate provisions only should become 
law, and it is now believed that the Con- 
ference Committee will adopt a_ fairly 
comprehensive drawback — section, al- 
though it probably will not embrace the 
substitution feature of the House bill. 
The prohibition against drawback on flax- 
seed and its products will probably be 
rejected and it is also believed that the 
prohibition of the House bill against the 
allowance of drawback on oil cake will 
be abandoned. 

Urgent representations have been made 
to the conferees during the past week by 
M. N. Kline, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Legislation of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association in favor of 
the incorporation in the bill of a specific 
provision permitting the use of pure do- 
mestic alcohol with rebate of the internal 
revenue tax in the manufacture of ar- 
ticles intended for export under substan- 
tially the same conditions that now gov- 
ern the use of imported alcohol with 
drawback of the duty paid thereon. In 
this connection Mr. Kline has filed with 
the conferees the following succinct 
memorandum :— 

MEMORANDUM FILED BY N. W. D. A. 

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN. 

In behalf of the manufacturers of medicine 
and toilet preparations I desire to file the 
following memorandum in favor of the adop 
tion by the Conference Committee of that por- 
tion of the House bill, 1438, relating to the re- 
fund of the internal revenue tax on alcohol 
used in articles for export. The provision we 
recommend and which has received the ap- 
proval of the Internal Revenue and Treasury 
departments is as follows:— ; 

“That on the exportation of medicinal or 
toilet preparations (including perfumery) here- 
after ‘manufactured or produced in the United 
States in part from domestic alcohol on which 
an internal revenue tax has been paid, there 
shall be allowed a drawback equal in amount 
to the tax found to have been paid on the al- 
cohol so uSed: Provided, That no other than 


domestic tax-paid alcohol shall have been used 


in the manufacture or production of such prep- 
arations. Such drawback shall be determined 
and paid under such rules and regulations, 








and upon the filing of such notices, bonds, 
bills of lading and other evidence of payment 
ot tax and exportation as the Secretary of the 
‘lreasury shall prescribe.’’ 

ring the objection that the enactment 
of this provision would affect the revenue, it 
is submitted that since drawback is now al- 
lowed on foreign alcohol the only effect would 
be to bring about the substitution of domestic 
tax-paid aicohol for foreign duty-paid alcohol. 
If there is an increase in the volume of our 
export trade in medicines, perfumery, etc., 
under this section it can be said that the quan- 
tity of alcohol withdrawn for this purpose 
will be just that much in excess of our present 
production, and thus an advantage to manu- 
facturers of domestic alcohol rather than for- 
eign manufacturer. We cannot now compete 
in neutral markets with the manufacturers of 
Germany, France and England, who are al 
lowed a drawback on exports, unless we have 
a like privilege. No matter what the amount 
of drawback payable may be under this sec- 
tion it can be safely asserted that the Treasury 
would not have received any additional revenue 
if this section were not enacted, 

In brief, through its enactment Congress pro- 
vides for an increase in the amount of alcohol 
of domestic manufacture used by our people, 
Substituting domestic for the 300,000 gallons 
of foreign alcohol now brought in, and opens 
the way for an export business by our man- 
ufacturers of medicinal articles, perfumery, 
ete., in countries from which at present we 
are barred, and does not incur the risk of the 
loss of any internal revenue. 

No feature of the bill has attracted 
more atention among importers than the 
provisions creating a customs court for 
ihe adjudication ot all controversies aris- 
ing under the tariff law and the admin- 
istrative statutes. The House ignored 
this entire subject but the Finance Com- 
mitlee went into it with great thorough- 
ness. The Conference Committee has de- 
voted nearly two days to the provisions 
incorporated in the Senate bill and has 
practically accented them with one or two 
changes, including an amendment restor- 
ing tne salaries of the members of the 
court to $10,000, the figures fixed by the 
Finance Committee which was subse- 
quently reduced by the Senate to $7,000. 

BONDED SMELTING PROVISION. 

The Conference Committee is now work- 
ing upon a careful revision of section 29 
of the Dingley act, known as the bonded 
sMeiting provision, which has long been 
regarded as antiquated. This section 
permits importers of lead ore, for ex- 
ampic, to smelt them without payment 
of duty under bond conditioned upon the 
exportation of 9 per cent. of the metal- 
lic content of the ores. Under the pres- 
ent law, however, if this lead is with- 
drawn for consumption from the bonded 
smelter, and duty paid thereon, the con- 
sumer using such lead in the manufacture 
of goods for export can receive back in 
the form of drawback only 9 per cent, of 
the duty instead of 99 per cent. as under 
the general drawback statute in the case 
of. imported pig lead. It is believed that 
in remodeling the smelting section some 
reduction will be made in the present al- 
lowunce for waste, which the government 
claims to be excessive, and that it will 
be provided that manufacturers using such 
lead after paying the duties thereon may 
receive back the full 99 per cent. in the 
form of drawback upon the exportation 
on products made therefrom,

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Production of Chromic Ore in 1908. 
U. Ss. GEOLOGBCAL SURVEY REPORT 

SHOWS\INCREASE IN DOMESTIC OUT- 

TURN—UTILIZATION OF THE PROD- 
ucT IN CGHEMICAL INDUSTRIES— 
IMPORTS, ETC. 

Washington, July 16, 1909. 

The annwal report of the United States 
Geological Survey on the production of 
chromic ore in 1908, though showing an 
increase over any year in the past decade, 
indicates that consumers are still very 
largely dependent upon imported ore, the 
greater portion of which comes from New 
Caledonia, Greece and Canada. With a 
view to increasing the consumption and 
stimulating the domestic industry, the ex- 
perts of the Survey have devoted much 
attention to a study of the technology 
of this product and especially to its util- 
ization in the chemical industries. Fol- 
lowing is an abstract of this report:— 

The total production of chromite or chromic 
ore in the United States in 1908 was 359 long 
tons, valued at $5,640. Most of the ore was 
produced in Shasta county, Cal., but a small 
quantity came from Converse county, Wyo. 
Very little domestic ore has yet been used in 
the manufacture of chrome alloys, potassium 
bichromate, chrome paints or other chemical 
materials. 

The chromite industry began in the United 
States in 1827 with the discovery of chromic 
ore in the Bare Hills, Baltimore county, Md, 
Later ore was discovered in Cecil and Harford 
counties, Md., and still later in Lancaster, 
Chester and Delaware counties, Pa. Between 
1827 and 1880 large quantities of chrome ore 
were mined in Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
but the records of the production are very un- 
reliable. The Wood mine in southern Lancas- 
ter county, Pa., is reported to have produced 
about 95,000 tons during this time, the Reed 
mine in Harford county, Md., about 100,000 
tons, and the Bare Hills and Soldiers’ Delight 
localities, Baltimore county, Md., about 5,000, 
a total of about 200,000 tons, which undoubted- 
ly represents the greater part of the produc- 
tion before 1880, A small production has also 
been reported from a few places in North Caro- 
lina. The California deposits were discovered 
in the early seventies, but production did not 
commence much before 1880. The first ore was 
liscovered in Del Norte county, and shortly 
after the San Luis Obispo county and Ala- 
meda county deposits were found, The chief 
producing counties have been San Luis Obispo, 
Shasta, Alameda, Del Norte, Placer, Glenn and 
Tehama. Minor quantities have been produced 
in Napa, Sonoma and Calaveras counties, 

CHEMICAL USES. 

Chrome Pigments.—Chromium is a constituent 
in two varieties of coloring materials, viz., 
pigments and dyes. The principal chromium 
pigments are chrome green, Guignet’s green, 
chrome yellow, chrome orange and chrome 
red. 

Chrome greens have a light yellowish-green 
color. The basis is chromic oxide (CreOg), -It 
is prepared by the precipitation of chromium 
hydroxide (Cr(OH).) from a_e solution of a 
chromic salt by soda, this product being washed 
and dried and then calcined at a red heat to 
expel the water. 

Guignet’s green is a chrome green consisting 
of hydrous chromic oxide prepared by heating 
a mixture of potassium bichromate and boric 
acid in a reverbatory furnace. A chromium 
borate is formed which- is decomposed by 
water forming hydrous chromic oxide 
(Cr20,.2H.O), which generally contains a small 
amount of boric acid, 

Chrome greens are sometimes made of chrom- 
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ium phosphate, prepared by boiling potassium 
bichromate with sodium phosphate and a re- 
ducing agent. 

Chrome yellow consists of either lead chrom- 
ate (PbCrOQ,), zine chromate (ZnCrQ,), or 
barium chromate (BaCrQ,). Lead chromate 
is prepared by treating acetate or lead nitrate 
with potassium bichromate. It has a brilliant 
yellow coir. For modified shades, lead, ba- 
rium or calcium sulphates are added, or a 
portion of the lead is precipitated as carbonate 
or sulphate by mixing the potassium bichro- 
mate, with sodium carbonate or sulphate. Lead 
chromate is blackened by hydrogen sulphide 
and reddened by caustic alkali. 

Zine chromate has a lemon-yellow color and 
is prepared by treating zinc sulphate with 
neutral potassium chromate, or by boiling zine 
oxide with potassium bichromate, It is de- 
composed by caustic alkali and dissolves in free 
acid, 

Barium chromate has a greenish-yellow color, 
and is prepared from barium chloride and neu- 
tral potassium chromate, 

Chrome orange and chrome red are pre- 
pared by boiling lead chromate (chrome yel- 
low) with sodium or calcium hydroxide. This 
causes a precipitation of basic lead chromate 


(PbCrO,PbOH,O) of orange or _ red_ color. 
Chrome red is also made by mixing white 
lead with a solution of neutral potassium 


chromate and boiling until the desired shade 
is developed, It is sold as Chinese red, Amer 
ican vermilion or Victoria red. 

Most chromium pigments are very perma- 
nent, mix well with oil and have good cover- 
ing power. 

Chrome Dyes.—Three chromium colors are 
used as dyes:—Chrome yellow, chrome orange 
and chrome green. 

In dyeing cotton with chrome yellow, the 
cloth is first soaked in lime water, and, after 
wringing, is soaked in a solution of lead ace- 
tate or nitrate. It is then returned to the 
bath of lime water and after wringing again 
is deposited in a solution of sodium or potas- 
sium hbichromate to develop the color. After 
this it is passed through a dilute solution of 
hydrochloric acid and washed and dried. 

Chrome orange is produced by treating cot- 
ton dyed with chrome yellow in a bath of lime 
water or alkali. 

Chrome green is very pale and is not much 
used, It is formed by the _ deposition of 
chromic oxide in the fiber during the process 
of mordanting On wool, it is formed by di- 
gesting the fiber in a strong solution of a bi- 
chromate and then passing it through a so- 
lution of sodium bisulphate. 

Chrome Mordants.—Chromium salts, includ 
ing chromates and bichromates, are used as 
mordants in the dyeing and printing of cotton, 
linen and wool. They act as oxidizing agents, 
and are themselves reduced to chromic oxide 
(Cr,O,), which is fixed on the fiber. The goods 
are then ready to hold the desired dye. 

In mordanting cotton and linen, sulphates, 
nitrates, acetates, bichromates or alkaline 
chromium hydroxide are used. The material 
is soaked in a_ solution of chromium salt, 
dried and passed through a boiling soda solu- 
tion to fix the chromic oxide in the fiber. This 
process is repeated until the goods are suffi- 
ciently mordanted. In another process the 
goods are first prepared with tannin and Tur- 
key red oil and then soaked in the chromium 
solution The fixing is done in cold lime 
water. In still another process the goods are 
steeped in basic chromium acetate and then 
fixed by steaming in a closed chamber. 

Wool is mordanted with chromium fluoride, 
chrome alum or bichromates (chromic acid). 
Tartrates and oxalic acid are generally used 
with these. 

Potassium bichromate is the most useful 
mordant for wool. The goods are boiled in a 
solution of potassium bichromate for an hour 
or an hour and a half, and, after being 
washed are ready to hold the required dyes 
Oxalic acid or cream of tartar are generally 
added and reduce part of the bichromate to 
chromium hydroxide on the fiber. Chromed 
wool may be treated with sodium bisulphate 
to make the reduction more complete, for if 
the bichromate or chromic acid is not sufficient- 
ly reduced it frequently oxidizes the colors 
when dyed, 

Chromium for Oxidizing.—Potassium bichro- 
mate is used as an oxidizing agent in dyeing 
and making coal-tar dyes and as a bleaching 
agent for oils and fats, 

Chromium for Tanning.—Tanning with me- 
tallic salts (usually of chromium or alumi- 
num), known as ‘‘tawing,’’ has become very 
important for light leathers such as glazed 
kid, calf kid and_~ glove leathers. When 
chromium is used the process consists in de 
positing chromium oxide or hydroxide on the 
fibers of the skin, which has been impreg- 
nated with a soluble chromium salt, usually 
potassium bichromate, though basic chromium 
ehloride, chromium chromate and chrome 
alum are also used. 

After the skins have been limed, unhaired 
and otherwise prepared they are worked into 
a solution of potassium bichromate to which 
some common salt (sodium chloride) has been 
added, together with one-fourth to three- 
fourths of the theoretical amount of hydro- 
chloric or sulphuric acid necessary to liberate 
all the chromic acid (CrO,). After several 
hours, when the skin shows a uniform yellow 
color throughout, it is removed, and after the 
excess water is pressed out is worked in a 
bath of sodium bisulphide (NaHSO,) or this 
thiosulphate (NayS.O,) to which has been added 
some mineral acid to liberate the sulphur di- 
oxide, The latter reduces the chromic acid 
deposited in the fiber during the first process 
to chromic oxide (Cr.O,). After the reducing 
and washing the skins are dyed with the de- 
sired color. 

Chrome leather is tough and resists moisture 
very thoroughly. 

IMPORTS. 

The imports of 1898 included 27 } long tons 
of chrome ore, valued at $345,960; 216,081 
pounds of chromate and bichromate of potash 
and 3,05 pounds of chromic acid, valued at 
$708, making a total value of all products of 
chrome ore of $362,121, 


Growth and Cure of the Vanilla 
Bean. 


Consul Arthur Garrels, of Zanzibar, in 
response to instructions, reports that he 
has been unable to obtain satisfactory in- 
formation regarding the  vanilla-bean 
trade in the Comoros and the Seychelles 
islands, lying off the south coast of 
Africa in the Indian Ocean. The consul 
writes:— 

Zanzibar has absolutely no direct con- 
nection with the Seychelles and only a 
bimonthly service with some Comoro 
ports. However, I have learned the fol- 
lowing facts from business men here who 
have some knowledge on the subject, 

It appears that the growers of vanilla 
beans do not cure them. The beans are 
bought outright by the curers. The cur- 
ing process seems to be of the utmost 
importance in the value of the bean, The 
grading of the bean requires the most ex- 
pert ability and is done only in the Eu- 
ropean markets. For this reason the 
product is never bought by local export- 
ing firms, but is taken only on consign- 
ment for the curers, or shipped direct by 
the curers themselves. As to statistics, 
prices, names of shippers, etc., I have 
been unable to gain any information here.

Price developments have been 
of secondary concern. Opium is dull 
and nominal, with primary advices of 
a bearish tenor. There was a slight 
appreciation at the Amsterdam cin- 
chona bark auction, but the bark 
shipments for the half month proved 
heavy and there is nothing of more 
encouraging character to be noted on 
quinine. Benzoic acid was upward on 
improved inquiries. Offerings of cocaine 
are still restricted in anticipation of an 
early advance. C. P. glycerine is fully 
maintained on the strength of the crude 


situation. No further change in sugar 
of milk was noted, but the market 
is still unsettled by competition. 
Canada fir was lower on better sup- 
plies and Peru was easier on keener 
selling tactics. Continued firmness 
dominates the vanilla situation. Es- 


sential oils are generally dull and the 
only price change was an advance in 
sweet almond oil in sympathy with the 
foreign market. New Hungarian 
chamomiles are better supply, but 
steady values prevail. Asafoetida is 
still in exceedingly light supply and 
firmer values are maintained by some 
of the leading holders. The cheaper 
offers of Rio ipecac have been cleared 
and the market is established at an 
advance.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES.

The annual report of the Southern 
Cotton Oil Company, which is con- 
trolled by the Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ical Company, also reflects a decided 
improvement in business. The net 
earnings for the fiscal year ended May 
$1 last, after the deduction of $496,702 
charged to operating expenses for re- 
pairs and improvements, were $1,545,732, 
as compared with $526,607 in the 
year previous. In the 1908 fiscal period 
the amount charged to operating ex- 
penses and for repairs and improve- 
ments was $547,713. 

A bill was filed in the Chancery 
Court in Newark Wednesday by the 
preferred stockholders of the Missis- 
sippi Wire Glass Company, a New Jer- 
sey corporation, to restrain the alleged 
improper payment of dividends to 
common stockholders and compel an 
accounting. 

The bill states that the preferred 
stockholders are entitled to receive an- 
nual dividends of 5 per cent., payable 
quarterly, cumulative from April 1, 
1903, before any dividend can be set 
apart or paid on common stock. It is 
further stated that dividends have 
been paid on common stock since 1903 
at the rate of 16 per cent., excepting 
last year, when 13 per cent. was paid. 
An attempt is made by the directors 
to justify these dividends, the bill of 
complaint says, on the ground that 
they are paid out of the company’s 
surplus, or net profits, whereas they 
have, in large part, if not entirely, been 
paid out of the capital. 

The Corn Products Refining Com- 
pany expects to be grinding corn at 
the new Summit plant within thirty 
days. The plant will be completed by 
November 1. The old Chicago plant 
has not yet been sold. 

The Corn Products Refining Company 
is grinding 75,000 bushels of corn a 
day.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, July 14, 1909. 

Seed suffered a severe slump in price 
to-duy, the break being 644c. on cash seed 
at Duluth, as compared with the closing 
price of the previous session, July shorts 
have nearty all covered, and, as the 
trades appear about even up, there was 
naturally less scramble for the cash seed. 
Whether or not the market will hold at 
ihe present levels is, of course, hard to 
suy, but the manner in which prices 
lave weakened at every slight cause 
within the last few weeks would lead to 
What appears to be an almost positive 
conclusion: That seed has touched its 
highest point, and that the general course 
of the market will be downward from 
this time on rather than upward. And 
this is naturally the trend at this season 
of the year, and especially if seed prices 
have been high. The trade is now within 


a few weeks of the ending of the present 


season, and the beginning of another, 
and there is always more or less of a 
spread in the price of spot seed at this 
time and the new crop futures. As has 
already been pointed out, and has been 
very vbvious for a long time, the range 
between the price of cash seed and the 
options has been wider this year than 
usual, and almost extraordinary. At 
least it might seem very surprising to 
one who had not closely followed the ac- 
tion of the market throughout the entire 


year. The marked difference in the price 
is based upon what appears to be sound 
calculation. We are at the end of a 
season when the price has been remark- 
ably high, chiefly because of the fact 
that receipts have been light. Approach- 
jug is a new season, during which a new 
crop will be marketed, and that crop 
will probably be much more liberal than 
was the seed production of the previous 
year. Though the government’s estimate 
of the crop last year was something over 
25,000,000 bushels, it is generally believed 
by the trade that the actual yield was 
closer lo 23,000,000 bushels. There is ab- 
solutely no way whereby the yield can 
be figured accurately, but the tables of 
receipts at the chief markets give some 
kind of an idea—at least by comparison, 
through a length of vears. The estimate 
of government for the new flaxseed crop 
tis 2,741,000 acres, against 2,677,000 last 
vear, On the basis of the condition of 
the crop on July 1, and the general pros- 
pects for good weather, this would indi- 
cate a total vield of about 28,000,000. The 
trade generally arrives at the same fig- 
ures as a probable total for the coming 
season, but thev arrive at it by a differ- 
ent process. They consider that the in- 
crease in the acreage over that of the 
previous vear will be close to 10 per cent., 
and it is contended by those who take 
this view that the most complete reports 
from the growing sections in the North- 
west would lead to this conclusion. But 
whether the government or the trade 
view is the correct one, there is none 
in the trade who does not believe that 
there will be a substantial increase in 
the production over that of the previous 
year. And right here is found the rea- 
son for the wide spread in prices, Cash 
seed at the close to-day, $1.67, and 19\%c. 
higher than September, the nearest new 
crop month, and 26%4c. higher than the 
October option. A year ago the pre- 
mium of cash seed over September was 
only 1%e., and over October 2%4c. The 
reason for the remarkable difference is 
solved by the law of supply and demand. 
The latest advices from the Northwest 
are to the effect that seed will be mar- 
keted earlier this vear than it was last 
vear. This will undoubtedly have its ef- 
fect on the futures, if it has not already 
done so, or it will remove what now ap- 
pears to be a sort of artificial value for 
the spot seed, if the reports are given 
the fullest credence. As figured out by 
one man in the trade, parts of Iowa, 
and the Southern section of Minnesota 
will begin harvesting by the middle of 
August, and if this should prove true, 
then seed from the new crov wonr'd vreb- 
ably be on the Northwestern markets by 
Sentember 1.

To Determine Status of Old Mineral 
Land Grants in Canada, 
Chatham, Ont., July 10, 1909. 

What amounts practically to a govern- 
mental investigation of the .powers of the 
old Canada Company applying to the oil 
industry in Ontario is lying in a dormant 
state and will not be touched until next 
September. The Canada Company is an old 
English concern that secured land grants 
in what is now Ontario on the supposition 
that settlers were to be brought over in 
return and the land opened up. Most of 
the land has been sold by the company, but 
in all cases the mineral rights have been 
retained. As a result much oil bearing land 
must pay a percentage of the profits to the 
ancient landholders. 

A baffling state of affairs materialized when 
many Ontario farms were turned into oil 
producing properties and it was found that 
tribute had to be paid to people who had 
never seen the land nor were interested in 
it until the oil boom came, Many oil farm- 
ers refused point blank to come up to the 
company’s requirements, so that it became 
a matter for the courts; and when the 
present provincial government wished to 
make itself strong with the people it took 
up the fight against the company in their 
behalf. Farmers owning old Canada Com- 
pany land on which oil is being produced are 
receiving absolutely no royalties, this all 
going to the English company, which leased 
the lands to the various o!l producing firms 
over the heads of the men owning the 
ground; and as it is impossible to raise crops 
and oil on the same land at the same time, 
the farmers are big losers when they ought 
to be making money, 

Barrister Thomas Scullard, ex-Mayor of 
Chatham, was appointed by the provincial 
government to begin legal operations against 
the Canada Company with a view toward 
definitely settling the matter, The lawyer 
ascertained that the company maintained a 
board of commissioners on this side of the 
Atlantic to look after the land, but that 
they had only limited powers and were 
subject to the instruction and direction of 
the Court of Directors in ndon. Mr. 
Scullard then made an effort to learn whether 
they had received any instructions with 
reference to the reservation of oil rights; 
if they did not then it was probably out of 
their power to insert restrictive clauses in 
land deals. A demand on the Canada Com- 
pany for copies of all correspondence between 
the Court of Directors in ndon and the 
commission on this side disclosed that min- 
eral rights were only referred to up to 
1867. The result of the governmental in- 
vestigation is that Mr. Helmuth, principal 
counsel for the defendant corporation, left 
Toronto for England to consult with his 
clients in the fight to maintain their ancient 
rights. The case will be argued in court 
at Toronto the beginning of September. 

The Volcanic Oil and Gas Company recently 
made arrangements to supply Windsor, the 
Canadian city opposite Detroit, with natural 
gas through the mains of the Windsor Gas 
Company. Work on laying the pipes from 
the Glenwood field to Windsor, a distance 
of nearly sixty miles, is progressing. As 
the Volcanic company already supplies 
Chatham with natural gas the directors 
deemed it expedient to drill a number of 
new walls as a reserve force. The com- 
pany has more than enough gas to supply 
the two cities but is taking no chances. 
Five wells, on the Askea, H. Baldwin, 8. 
Brown, and two on the J. G. Carr, all 
along ‘the shore of Lake Brie in Romney 
township, are being drilled. One of these 
wells is out in the lake, the water being 
very shallow along the shore.

An old well > Raleigh township, a few 
miles south of Chatham, was resurrected by 
F. Merrill R. LL. Gosnell and others. It 
was drilled six years ago and was abandoned. 
But the new owners recently cleaned it 
out and now the well produces quite fifteen 


barrels a day, and two tanks of oil have 
been shipped and another is ready. The 
result is that three rigs have arrived to 
begin drilling close at hand, and it is hoped 


that a new oil field mignt arise from the 
ashes of the old, which consisted of about 
ten wells indifferently worked years ago.

This is done by 
means of a carburetor immersed in water, 
the waiter being kept in constant move- 
ment by automatic means.

ration in the carburetor produces intense 
cold, but the carburetor is restored to a 
natural heat by the water with which 
it is surrounded. 

MOVEMENTS OF THE ATR, 

The warm expanded air of summer will 
hold less vetrol than the cold contracted 
air of winter, but if the air and_ petrol 
are mixed under these freezing conditions 
the amount of vapor taken up with a 
given measure of atmosphere will remain 
constant. This will absolutely avoid con- 
densation. Gas made by this process can 


be passed through glass piping immersed 
in ice, and it will not condense, 
When air is blown over or through 


quantities of petrol, the most valuable 
and volatile gases are taken off first, and 
the siuggish gases remain behind, so that 


variation of richness has again to be con- 


sidered. To obviate this difficulty the 
petrol must be served down the car- 
buretor in measured quantities commen- 
Surate with the speed at which the gas 
is being produced and consumed. In this 
Way an exact degree of richness is ob- 
tainable, viz., 4 per cent., more or less, 


of petrol vapor to 96 per cent., more or 
less, of air. 

Instead of biowing air over or through 
the gus, it has been determined that mcre 
satisfactory results are obtained in suck- 
ing the measure of petrol and air through 
the carburetor by means of a drum re- 
volving in a water jacket, on the principle 
of a water meter. The drum has three 
compartments, each of which in turn 


empties itself of water, sucks in its charge 


of gas, and again, in revolving, by the 
entry of water, discharges the gas into 
the gasometer, 

Another point of vital moment is that 


the air must be dry 
to the carburetor. Natural air saturated 
with moisture cannot absorb the same 
quantity of petrol as dried air, and as the 
atmosphere varies from day to day so 
would the gas vary in its degree of rich- 
ness but for the fact that there is pro- 
vided a calcium-chloride chamber through 
which the air is drawn and in which all 
the moisture in it is extracted,

ders the gus nonexplosive, so that no 
explosion can result from leaving a bur- 
ner turned on, as would be the case with 
any other inflammable gas. Further. ow- 


ing to the completeness of combustion, no 


soot Is deposited, and the ceilings and 
decorations of a room remain clean. 
From the foregoing the reader will real- 


ize, first, the importance of drying the 
air that is to be mixed with the vapor, 
so as to obtain a full absorption and inti- 


mate mixture; second, that the mixture 
should take place at a temperature so 
low that further contraction, and, there- 
fore condensation, is practically impossi- 
ble, and that under all ruling conditions 
the mixture will expand and the ‘reby hold 
tightly together; third, measuring the 
petrol, so that a complete evaporation of 
all constituents may be obt: 1ined and an 
even and varying degree of ric hness pro- 
vided; fourth, that this should be done 
by suction, so that a pull upon the gas 
and air may be given from a measure 
that cannot vary in size.

Encouraging Petroleum Discoveries 
in Mexico, 

City of Mexico, Mexico, July 10, 1909. 


The cil experts who were sent out several 
months ago by the Harriman interests to 
thoroughly explore the western part of 


Mexico with the view of locating the most 
likely spots for finding oil in order to pro- 
vide a fuel suply for the locomotives of the 
new railroad which is being built down 
the Pacific slope by E. HM. Harriman and 
associates are reported to have made fa- 
vorable reports upon a number of localities 
situated adjacent to the new line, De- 
velopment work will be started soon at 
several widely separated points. In addi- 
tion to the faverable oil indications that 
have been fcund adjacent to the line of 
road indisputable signs of the product have 
been discovered upon the peninsula of Lower 
California. It is stated that that territory 
will also be thoroughly exploited for oil. 
It is the opinion of experts who investigated 
the situation there that the Southern Cali- 
fornia oi] strata will be found to extend 
practically the whole length of the peninsula 





of Lower California. Extensive tracts of 
land along the coast and upon the peninsula 
have been leased by the Harriman interests 
for the purpose of exploiting the holdings 
for oii. In the meantime, active work is 
in progress by these same interests in de- 
velcping a large oil supply upon large tracts 
of land situated in the territory bordering 
the Gulf of Mexico, particularly in the 
vicinity of Tuxpam. 

The survey for the proposed oil pipe line 
that is to be built from the oil field of the 
Mexican Petroleum Company, at Ebano, near 
Tampico, to the City of Me xico, will soon be 
finished and the contract let for the con- 
struction work. This pipe line will be built 
in as near a direct route as possible. It will 
be about 350 miles long. In order to reach 
this city + will be necessary for it to mount 
from atmost sea level to the great Central 
plate au, reaching an altitude of seven thou- 
and fe et within a dis cance of about twenty 
miles. he oil will be lifted to this height 
by me ans of a series of pumps. The par- 
articular object in piping the oil to this 
city is to supply the plant which the Mexican 
National Gas Company is preparing to erect 
here The latter company is a subsidiary 
concern of the Mexican Petroleum Company.
